Tuk government of Queensland, Australia, 
advertises in the Canada Gazette for a chief 
commissioner and assistant commissioner of 
railways, to hold office for seven years, the 
salaries to be £3,000 and £1,500 respectively, 
the government railways to be vested absolu- 
tely in the commissioners, the expenditure 
of money voted hy parliament to be under 
their control, they to have the appointment

LAND, OR PEOPLE? 


A number of settlers in this district have 
recently reccived copies of a printed circular 
from the land commissioner’s office in Winni- 
peg dated October 18th, 1888, calling upon 
them to appis tor thei putent atthe end 
of three years after having made their 
homestead entry. The circular concludes; | 
“Tam also to call your attention to the fact 
that the impression which sees to prevail 
that delay in applying for his homestead 
patent will give the settler alonger time 
within which to pay for his pre-emption 
without rendering him liable to the payment 
of interest tor such extension, is altogether 
a mistaken one, as interest on the amount of 
the pre-emption payment is Charged from 
six months after the settler Secomes entitled 
to apply for patent, and not from six months 
after the application is made.” The appear- 
ence of this circular haturally gives rise to 
the query, Why is it issued? Had there 
been a clear understanding at the tine of the 
settler’s entry tur his land that at the end of 
three years he must apply for his patent and 
either pay for his pre-emption or lose it, 
such a reminder as this would be unnecessary, 
If it is necessary it is because there Was no 
such understanding. The practice has been 
and the understanding was that at the end of 
three years ifthe settler had fulfilled his 
duties he was entitled to patent and would 
receive it on application, but that he need 
nut do so, it being considered that his con- 
tinued presence on the land, which was 
necessary in order that his homestead rights 
should not lapse, was compensation to the 
governinent for his use of the Jand anda 
guarantee that his share of the bargain 
would be completed. The issue of the circu- 
lar indicates a changed policy—a_ policy 
which, if it has an intelligent object must be 
adopted citer to swell the federal treasury 
by contributions from the Northwest 
settler or to deprive the settler of a large 
portion of the land for which he has toiled 
and suffered during the past three, four or 
five years, The first of these cannot have 
been the object of the change. The census 
of 1885 revealed the Unpleasant fact that the 
settlers of the Northwest were very few in 
Humbers; the further uppleasant fact what 
the pbumber hus not been greatly increased 
during the succeeding years is notorious. 
Even our present minister of interior cannot 
be insane enongh to suppose that so few 
settlers, having had to contend against the 
disadvantages always attendant on pioneer 
life, could possibiy contribute any consider- 
able amount to the treasury over and above 
their ordinary contributions incustoms dues, 
The only object then possible to beattained by 
the enforcement of the ternis of this circular 
is to deprive many settlers in all parts of the 
Northwest of their pre-eimprions, It is well 
known to be an article of faith with many of 
those whose knowledge of the Territories is 
purely theoretical or #cquired through offiei- 
al spectacles that a homestead of 160 acres is 
the maximum amount of land that a settler 
should be allowed to acquire, The idea that 
he should be allowed to speculate in land 
~that is that he should eequire enough go 
that he may become more than a mere 
krubber in the soil—is utterly obnoxious to 
this class of individuals, It is in pursuance 
of this idea that the demand is made for 
interest on pre emptions. To that class, of 
which our present minister of interior is a 
worthy member, it would be useless to re- 
Present the clroumstanees which bave made 
the demand for interest on the price of pre- 
eu ptions equal in hundreds of cases to a de- 
mand that they be forfeited. To procure 
their forfeit the regulation was issued. It 
would be useless toshow that even if pay- 


tenses

their agreements to purchase as the home- 
steaders are doing, but also failed in their 
agreements as to settlement and improve- 
ment as the settlers have not done, and to 
argue that the men who are building up 
the country with their own time and labor 
and money and very lives are entitled to at 
least as ienient treatment as any other class, 
of investors in Northwest lands, But if our 
authorities have no ears for the settlers’ side of 
the question perhaps it may be of some use 
to present the case-as it stands towards the 
eastern taxpayer, who is also the majority 
voter. Tie adminstration of public affairs 
in the Northwest costs the country, or,to ad- 
init what is so frequently assumed, the cast- 
ern taxpayer several million dollars a year; a 
sun Which is constantly on the increase, 
while the cantributions to the federal treas- 
ury fromthe Northwest are comparativly 
small and cither stationary or show an in- 
significant increase. Notwithstanding all 
the brilliant etrokes of land policy that haye 
been instituted since 1880 with the object of 
raising revenue from the vacant land to 
balance the enormous  expediture in 
the Northwest the revenue from that source 
has shown an average yearly decrease. What 
increase there has been is derived from the 
settlers in the way of ordinary revenue. It 
is plain then that if ever the Northwest is to 
beceme a profitadle contributor to the feder- 
al treasury it unust be by inerease of popula- 
tion and increased wealth produced by the 
use of the land;and that any policy orregula- 
tion which tends to dishearten settlers,which 
detracts from the desirability of the country 
as a ficld for settlement, defers by so 
much the day when the revenue accruing to 
the federal treasury from the Northwest 
sha'l outweigh the expenditure for North- 
west purposes. The mere fact that sucha 
policy is intended to produce direct revenue 
to the treasury is no argument in its favor 
when in the first place it will not and cannot 
produce the revenue in that way and in the 
next place will prevent—by preventing settle- 
ment—revenue from being derived from 
settlers in the ordinary course,

The Grand Trunk 
which received government aid ii its con- 
struction in order that the country might be 
developed did not object to the organization 
of the, P. R. or the assistance given it in 
order that the Northwest might be devetop- 
ed. Bot the memorial declares that the 
poly of securing the development of the 
Northwest has been changed for one of om- 
powering the C. P. R. to acquire lines in the 
eastern provinees and bonusing new lines 
within those provinces from the federal 
treasury in order that it might be enabled to 
enter inte conpetition with the Grand 
Trank. They draw particular attention to
